THE KILLING OF II W, HATTER \ 

Our Yosemite correspondent writes 
as follows concerning the terrible trag- 

When it was reported here Monday 
that Hardin Hatter was shot and killed 
by J. J. Elliott at Poplar Hill, people 
could hardly believe their own ears. He 
was born and raised in this immediate 
neighborhood, hence was well known 
here. The writer was sent for to hold 
an inquest, and we started at once to 
the scene of the tragedy, but when we 
arrived, his body had been removed to 
his home, where at least 100 people were 
assembled. It was the saddest scene 
witnessed. His wife and chil- 
dren weeping over his dead body, was 
more than I wish to witness again. Mr. 
Hatter was a very industrious man, and 
had by his industry accumulated con- 
siderable property. He was enjoying 
prosperous business, in lumber, staves 
and merchandising, and was quite a use- 
n in his community. He was 
in the woods, some mile or more 
lis home. There were no wit- 
to the killing, but Elliott con- 
fessed to the killing. 
They were in trouble about a haul

Next 
Tuesday, September 20, is set for a 
preliminary hearing of the case, when, 
it is said that some sensational features 
will be uncovered. 

I put no confidence in these sensa- 
tional reports, and will not believe that 
Hardin Hatter has been guilty of any- 
thing of a dirty nature until it is proven. 
I have had but little acquaintance with 
Elliott, though he is said be a clever 
man, and we refrain from giving an 
opinion in the case until a legal inves- 
tigation is held.
